IF inftead of drinking in remembrance 
of him, Christ had by exprels and 
pbfitive inftitution appointed louring 
wine uj^on the ground for the fame pur- 
poie ; would you then pour wine upon 
the ground by way of Remembring any 

other 



other perion whatfoever, abfent oir dt^ 
parted? 

That which fliews the aptnefi of the 
Siifj^fitioHy I make ufe of is, tb^ bioth 
^rinkingy dnd Libation^ or pouric^ Wine 
upon the ground) werfe commctoly anidiig 
the Heathen performed in ^^»^«r of their 
Deities ; in a grateful refnemtt'aiice bftrheir 
Benefkdrbrs, and departed Heioes 5 for the 
Healt^6ftfitir Kings and Edtperdts ; anit 
to the ^U6cefs of pilblick and private aF- 
fiiirs, as ii fiiUv ihewn in the iafie book 
upon Healths above-mentioned. 

But now Under the Gb(pd, the Adieu 
of dl^inkifSg in Remembrance, and not 
that Of Libafion^ is %y the Wififora of 
Gob 'ihade choice of^ to exprefS buif 
g^jLtefhl and thankful commemoration of 
Cft^LiST ; it is adopted into Chrlftianity 
for the worihip, the inoft Jbktnn worfhip 
of the true God. Whether he iiad ap- 
pointed the one or the Qther^ our obliga- 
tion to the performance had been the fame ; 
and if he had appointed Libatiofiy all the 
arguments we fhould have ufed with re- 
fped to the Sacrednefs of t\\c adion ; the 
ccnfequences drawn from applying it tor 

civil 
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civil life ; the horror we ihould have con- 
ceived from any jpifipplication of it to a 
mea: man, are all now applicable to the 
adion of 7)rinking in Remembrance, 
which Christ hath made choice of, and . 
adually appointed ; and therefore ought 
to touch our confcieaces as feelingly. 

On that fuppofition, fouring wine! on 
the ground \^o\M have been jche Sacra- 
mental adion ; and the performance of it 
by way of Honour, or Praife, or Thank- 
iulneis^ or Remembrance in the n\ind, 
would have been the moft iblenm zGt of 
Divine worlhip ; and to be performed with 
the lame Concurring zOAon of the mind 
and with that intent or purpofe, to none 
but Christ, as God: And therefore 
performing that Adion in Honour, or Gra- 
titude, or Remembrance of any i^Uent or 
departed Friends or Bene£a<3:ors, you 
would pronounce Trofane^ Sacrilegious^ 
TxAImlatrous. 

All Chriftians would efteem it at lead 
a mifapflication of a confecrated and 
moft holy Ad:ion ; an abufe of a facred 
Ordinance; and a performance of that 
A<^on jprivately to man^ which ihould 

be 



be fo applied to none but Christ, anil 
in our fokmn Worlhip. Now do but trant 
fer with me the fame reaibning and lan- 
guage to that other adion of drinking to 
any of thefe purpofes, and then we mall 
aliJefe wonder how Healths Ihould ever 
have obtained fo generally among Chri- 
ftians ; however they m^ht prevail among 
Turks, and Jews, and other Infidels. 

Nay, what is yet farther to bex:onfide- 
red is, that tho' Christ hath w^ ^. 
pointed Libation, or Pouring wine on the 
ground in Remembrance of him, it would 
however be efteem'd an Idolatrous Ad:ion 
to pour wine on the ground in Remem- 
brance of any abient or departed perfoh ; 
becaufe it was once part of the Heathen 
worihip to their Idols : But lure it muft be 
much worfe to apply the A(9:ion of Drink- 
ing in Remembrance to any civil purpofe, 
which is now under the Golpel inftituted 
for the moft folemn worfhip of the trae 
God. By appointing Drinking m Remem- 
brance of him, Christ appointed a Pe- 
culiarity : and he who drinks in Remem- 
brance of any other Perfon, invades and 
violates that y^r«/i^ir: and thereby weak- 
ens one of the grcatefPfevidences of Chri- 

ftianity,

ancT frojj^erity and Juccefi to men and 
thdr 4i^irx, at ordinary meals^ and in 
eoinmon conver£ition. Tho^ this doth; 
not condude with the £une ftrct^th and 
deamd^ with the argument in the firft 
^ueftion ; yet it fhews there is fbnie Ai« 
tent evil in the nature of healths in ge- 
neral^ and fo becomes a rule of conici- 
ence ; tho' the guilt of them doth not» 
come up to that of drinking in Remem- 
brance of departed or abjknt Beneiar 
dors. * 

Whatever men intend or dejtgn by 
it, drinking wine for health and profpe- 
rity and iuccefe to men and their afliits 
publick or private, is in it felf of the na-* 
ture of a religious aifion ; becaufe it 
includes In it a Sacrifice^ and a Trayer.
